A BOY'S HEROISM. 


He Saves Himself and Five Persons 
from Drowning. 

READING, Pa., May 13.—[Special.]—A won- 
derful story of heroism and presence of mind 
for one so young was developed at the Coro- 
ner’s inquest in the Pfautz tragedy at Litiz to- 
day. A boy of 10, by his own efforts, actually 
saved five persons from drowning, but the 
mother afterward jumped in with two of her 
offspring and thus caused the death of herself 
and two children. It appeared that she was 
the mother of seven children, but could only 
persuade five to accompany her. She told 
them that she would hunt for flowers with 
them. When they got to the dam she 
pushed the eldest boy in; then the other 
children cried, but she did not stop a second, 
but threw them in, one by one, and then 
with the baby in her arms Jumpedin. The boy 
of 10 was a good swimmer and kept his pres- 
ence of mind. He actually dove at and got 
out bis brother aged 7 and his sister aged 9. 
Next he brought out the struggling mother 
with the babe in her arms. Finally he brought 
to land the body of the little girl aged 3, but 
the little one was dead. The mother sat crying 
on the bank and wanted him to go for bis 
father. He took bis brother and sister with 
bim, as he was afraid that she might harm 
them again, and when they got back with Mr. 
Pfautz the mother and baby had Jisappeared. 
The dam was drawn off, when the three bodies 
were washed out. After the children had gone 
back she must have seized the dead child and, 
with her babe still clinging to her breast, 
jumped into the water a second time,

Six Volunteers Killed and Ten Wounded 
in the Oharge—The Rebel 


WINNIPEG, Man., May 13.-—|Special.[—A dis- 
patch from Clark’s says: Batoche was 
captured Monday afternoon at4 o'clock. The 
rebels were driven from their pits and 
intrenchments at the point of the bayonet. 
This galiant charge was made by the Royal 
Grenadiers, who behaved with the cool valor 
of veterans and never flinched before the 
deadly fire. Monday afternoon the troops 
made a rapid advance down into Batoche, 
capturing the rifle pits and ravine and driving 
tue rebels before them. The fighting was 
desperate, many of the volunteers biting the 
dust. With a tremendous cheer the gallant 
men dashed down on Batoche, capturing the 


houses and releasing all the prisoners—seven 


in number. 


KILLED AND WOUNDED. 

The total loss on the Goverument side was 
six killed and ten wounded, making a total of 
eight killed and twenty-six wounded in the 
three days.

AFTER THE FIGHT. 


The advance was a gallant affair. The rebels’ 
loss must have been very heavy. Twelve _half- 
breeds have been seen dead already. A wounded 
half-breed brought in named Ambroise Jodin 
is a member of Riel’s council. The Rev. 
Father Maalin was found by the troops in bis 
house at Batoche suffering froma painful but 
not necessarily fatal gunshot wound inflicted, 


- it is believed, by the fleeing rebels. Nothing 


fs definitly known about the movements of the 
rebel leaders, but private advices indicate that 
Riel, Dumont, and others have crossed the 
river and started west. 

MIDDLETON'S OFFICIAL REPORT. 

An Ottawa dispatch says: In the House this 
afternoon the Hon. Mr. Caron read the follow- 
ing official tch from Gen. Middleton: 

‘*Batoosnke Housk, May 11, VIA CLARK’S 
CrossinG, May 12—To the Hon. A. P. Caron, 
Ottawa: Have just made a general attack and 
carried the whole settlement. The men be- 
baved splendidly. The rebels are in full flight. 
I am sorry to say I have not got Riel. While 
I was reconnoitering this morning William 
Astley, one of the prisoners, galloped up with 
a flag of truce and banded me a letter from 
Riel saying: 

I you massacre our 1 1 shall massacre 
prisoners. 

“I sent an answer that if he would put bis 
women and children in one place and let me 
know where it was, no shot should be fired on 
them. I then returned to camp and pushed on 
my advance parties, who were heavily fired on. 
I so pressed on until I saw my chance and or- 
dered a general advance, The men responded 
nobly. Splendidiy led by their officers and Col. 
Stroubenzie, they drove the enemy out of the 
rifie-pits and they forced their way across the 
plain and seized the bouses, and we are now 
masters of the piace and most of my force will 
bivouac there. Right in the beat of action, Mr. 
Astley came back with another. missive from 
Riel as follows: 

“ General: Your prompt answer to my note shows 
that I was right in méntioning the cause of buman- 


ity. We will gather our families in one place, and 


as soon as it i don will let you know. Lhave, etc., 
Lovis DAVID RIEL. 
On the envelope he had written as follows: 
** 1 do not like war, and if you do not retreat, and 
refuse an interview, the question remains the same 
concerning the prisoners. 
„Our joss, I am afraid, is heavy, but not so

Mystery—Good. Work by the : 
Ten Buildings Burned in a Tennessee Town 


Attempt to Fire a Blind 
Asylum. : 


A fire occurred yesterday at M. Brand & Co.'s 


brewery on Elston road, near Fullerton avenue, 


which involved a loss of about $250,000 to the 
firm, without a cent of insurance. The estab- 
lishment covers nearly four acres, and about 
two-thirds of the buildings were almost com- 
pletely gutted. Nothing but the bare, black- 
ened walis is left of the front section of the 
main building, which has a 200-foot frontage 
on Elston avenue, and for about 260 feet back 
north, towards the river, the walls are filled 
with a mass of ruins. The buildings burned 
were the brew-bouse, malt-house, and storage- 
room—all four stories high and practically 
under the same roof. The buildings saved 
are the elevator, ioe-houses, boiler-houses, 
Offices, and barns. The stock of beer, 
consisting of about 80,000: barrels, was also 
saved. Of 100,000 bushels of grain in the 
malt-house about 70,000 were completely de- 
stroyed, and the remainder saved with slight 
damage. ‘ + | 

No one ean tell how the fire originated. It 
was first discovered in the drew-house, near 
the south end df the building, by the workmen 
arriving to begin work at 6 o’clock. Some de- 
lay is said to have been caused by the work- 
men attempting to extinguish the flämes be- 
fore giving an alarm. The first alarm was 
turned in about 6:20, and the second and third 
alarms combined—the 4-ll—a few minutes 
later. When the engines arrived the whole 
front building was in flames and che fire rapid- 
ly making headway on the adjoining building. 
Very soon there were sixteen fire engines and 
three trucks on the ground under direction of 
Chief Swenie and Flle Marshals Petrie, Mushb- 
am, and Conway. There was an abundant sup- 
ply of water from the ice-ponds on each side 
of the buildmg and the river, about 400 feet in 
the rear, and by 7 o’clock a host of fremen 
were pouring a perfect deluge on the flames 
from the roof of the adjoining buildings. Not- 
withstanding the efforts of the firemen the 
flames spread througt the entire main build- 
ing until the floors, beams, joists, and all the 
other woodwork were consumed. The grain in 
the malt-house burned with a slow, smoldering 
fire, which the firemen were able to extinguish 
before the whole was destroyed. It was tullr 
two hours before the fire was completely 
under control; at 11 o'clock there was 
still a strong smoldering fire, and four 
engines had to be kept piaying on the ruins all 
day to preyent the possibility of another out- 
break. The buildings adjoining the main build- 
ing are low brick structures, and these the 
firemen were able to save without much 
troubie. The elevator, which 1s separated from 
the main building by a narrow alley, was also 
saved, but as it was nearly empty when the 
fire occurred its loss would have been compar- 
atively unimportant.

All 
three members of the firm were present while 
the fire was in progress, and the youngest 
member did good service by placing a keg of 
beer on tap for the benefitof che flremen. 
The general opinion as to the origin 
of the fire was that some careless em- 
ployé had thrown away a blame match 
or left a candle burning in the building. The 
theory was propounded that incendiaries haa 
been at work, Dut, as no one could suggest 
any cause for such action, the opinion found 
favor with but few. About ‘thirty men will be 
temporarily thrown out of employment by the 
fire. 


THE LUMBER-YARD FIRE. 

In the course of an article on the recent 
lumber-yard fire the New York Journal of Com- 
merce says: 

The President of a New York fire-insurance 
company, visiting Chicago a few years ago for the 
first time, was much impressed by the vigor and 
constancy ot the prairie wind. Day after day this 
half-gale flapped his overcoat and threatened to 
blow off his hat whepever he appeared upon the 
street. Inquiring of an old resident of that city, 
he tearned that the prairie wind was more than an 
occasional visitor—it was almost a constant guest. 
The President of the New York fire-insurance 
company thereupon wrote home and ordered thut 
no more risks be taken in Chicago. It is the men- 
ace of this strong und steady wind that causes 
alarm in every insurance office of the land when- 
ever the telegraph reports the outbreak of a fire 
in Chicago—es lly in the great lumber-yards 
in or about city. There is always a dread 
that later dispatehes may confirm the wide- 
apprehension that Obicago is des- 

burned down again. 

The escape of Chicago was a narrow one. The 
people of that city ought to ‘take tire lesson to 
heart and remove to points of greater safety all 
the lumber-yatds which now continually threaten

As the nomination is almost equivalent to an 
election the campaign is at hand and the bat- 
tle has begun. The contestants are Thomas C. 
McCrea of Prescott, D. Edward Barker of 
Monticello, ._Harvey W. McMillan of Arka- 


MoCrea isa lawyer of considerable merit and 
possesses much experience in politics. Barker 
is a farmer of Drew County, where he ap- 
parently holds a life lease on the representa- 
tion in the General Assembly, having been 
elected to the Legislature for the last eight 
years. He astonishes his opponents in an- 
nouncing his candidacy by stating that “since 
Arkansas has been a State or Territory it has 
never sent a farmer to Congress. Yet the 
tillers of the soil comprise nineteen-twentieths 
of the voting population.“ McMillan is also a 
member of the Legisiature. In politics he is the 
champion of the quartet. Openly and above 
board he declares he is a politician 
by profession and nothing else. He is the best 
known man in the district and his frankness 
makes him many warm friends. Beardon is 
regarded as one of the first lawyers. His polit- 
ical ambition bas never before reached higher 
than the Judgeship of the Eighth Gireuit. The 
race is an interesting one and is rapidly de- 
veloping into a bitter contest. The district is 
composed of the nineteen counties in the 
Southwest. Although it gives the regular 
nominee a majority of 2,400, an Independ- 
ent always springs up, and last fall it 
was considered doubtful, when Judge 
Eimora Mitchell came out as an Independent 
candidate in opposition to James K. Jores, the 
regular nominee. Omitting Jones, Mitchell is 
considered the strongest man in the district. 
He deciines favors atthe hands of a conven- 
tion, and seeks Congressionai honors only as 
an Independent Democrat, and is titied tne 
mödel statesman and reformer. He made a 
brilliant contest, but was defeated. Over the 
victory Jones cut his way to the United States 
Senate. Whoever is nominated at the conven- 
tion, Mitchell is certain to marshal his forces 
of Republicans, Greenbackers, and liberal 
Democrats and take the field in opposition to 
him. The convention promises to be the 
acene of a stormy combat, and the struggle 
will be bitter and prolonged. Neither of the 
aspirants bas a National reputation, and each 
will entet the contest with about the same fol- 
lowing. Within acircie of two or three coun- 
ties each s a chieftain with a clannish host

Hildreth, opposing the report, charged 
that some of the committee had seen Judge 
Collins, and that money had been used to carry 
out the scheme.“ | 

Ald. Cullerton didn’t believe there were 500 
voters in the city in favor of another election 
in June. Sbirley’s resolution did not represent 
the feeling of the Democracy of the county.

City-Cierk Neumeister yesterday called on 
Frank Fucik, the West Town Clerk, and de- 
manded the surrender of the city poll-book of 
the First Precinct of the Ninth’ Ward, which 
the judges claimed was in Fucik’s possession. 
Mr. Fucik informed Neumeister that he had no 
such book, and there the matter ended. Toa 
TRIBUNE reporter Mr. Fucik said last night: 

„The statement made in the Council on the 
alleged authority of the judges that {[ 
had refused to give up a city 
poll-book except by order of the 
court was without foundation. Monday even- 
ing I was approached by a person who, I have 
since been informed, was Mr. Pollock, the 
defeated Democratic candidate for Town Clerk. 
He demandéd fom me the poli-book of the 
First Precinct of the Ninth Ward. I replied 
that I did not believe thatI had it, but if I 
had I could not deliver it up to him 
unless be showed me some authority 
for taking possession of it. He n claimed 
to be one of the election judges and became 
quite boisterous. I refused to pay any further 
attention to him, and then be said: Tou re- 
fuse, thén, to give up the poill-book?’ Again I 
told him I did not know that I had it, but that 
it would be delivered if in my possession to 
any person sbowing good authority. Now, it 
seems to me, it it is true that a town poli-

been no city poll-book made out, as there were 
only two clerks, and consequently only two 
poll-books. Our returns from that precinct 
were in such bad shape that it took the judges 
two days to straighten them out.” 

This state of affairs places the Democratic 
majority of the Council in a peculiar position. 
They have insisted all along that no retura can 
be a return unless consisting of poll-book and 
tally-sheet. When the poll-book tufned up 
missing in the Eighth Precinct of the Sixth 
Ward the judges dedlared they had neglected 
to make a return of the city vote on the poll 
book altogether, and thereupon Mayor Harri- 
son ruled that the judges never having made 
the return were entitied to an op 
portunity to do what they had neg- 
lected to do at the proper time. 
It is different, however, in this case, for the 
judges state that they have made out a proper 
return, and if its accidental loss entities them 
to make out a new return it would be the 
higbt of inconsistency to deny the judges of 
the Third Precinct of the Third Ward the right 
to restore a return which had been lost before 
its actual delivery to the City Clerk, and there- 
fore before. their official functions were ex- 
hausted. The Council can nowhere find au- 
thority to accept a tally-sheet, whether accom- 
panied by baliots or not, as a return. The ro- 
turn proper is the certificate of the judges that 
certain votes have been cast for certain per- 
sons at a certain election. 

What makes the case still more perplexing 
to the Democrats is the fact that it involves a 
Democratic majority of 516, while the Repub- 
lican majority involved in the Third Precinct of 
the Third Ward is only 309.

THE LIQUOR QUESTION IN 
COURTS. 

It is a notable and very gratifying fact that 
the courts of this country are uniformly dis- 
posed to take a practical and reasonable view 
of every case coming before them which in- 
valves the regulation of the liquor traffic, 
No principle of law is more thoroughly es- 
tablished than the right of a State to exereise 
as a police power the authority to fix rules 
for the sale of liquor. ‘The courts adhere to 
this principle steadfastly and sustain every 
decree made by the Stete which does not 
override other principles of law equally well 
established. All pleas which have been set 
up on the basis of alleged infringement on 
personal rights. are uniformly overruled. 
The accepted theory, which has come down 
from old English practice, is that dra m-sell- 
ing may be restricted to any extent which 
the proper authorities may determine. 

There have been two or three cases lately 
which illustrate the tendency of the Ameri- 
can courts to treat the liquor laws from a 
common-sense point of view. 

It was found that the Prohibition law in 
Kansas was a dead-letter wherever public sen- 
timent in its favor was not strong enough to co- 
erce its enforcement, So the late Legislatare 
in that State decided to adopt a star-chamber 
system for its execution. Every District or 
State Attorney was authorized to set up a 
court of inquiry whenever an alleged viola- 
tion of the law should be brought to his at- 
tention. He was encouraged to pursue these 
investigations by q special fee for every con- 
viction, and he was empowered to summon 
witnesses, swear them, and send them to jail 
for contempt in case they should refuse to 
give any information of which they were 
possessed. The Governor of the State ex- 
pressed his opinion that this feature of the 
law would not be sustained by the 
courts, but at the same time he re- 
fused to take the responsibility of vetoing the 
sentiments ot the Legislature, and signed the 
bill. At Leavenworth the other day the Dis-

| trict-Attorney attempted to assert his power 


under the new law, and the recalcitrant wit- 
ness appealed to the court for protection. 
He did not appeal in vain. The court held 
the law to be clearly unconstitutional, be- 
| caus@ judicial powers*cannot be properly con- 
ferred upon an attorney, and no man can be 


committed to jail without due process of lad. 
The star- chamber system of enforcing pro- 
hibition will consequently be abandoned. 


The courts hold that the State has the right 
to make any regulations it pleases for the 
liquor traffic, even to the point of prohibi- 
tion, but they also hold that these regulations 
must be enforced by the same legal process 
as other laws. ‘The decision was certainly 
just and wise. 

A case before the Supreme Coart of In- 

diana which has just been decided adversely 
to the liquor-sellers is another illustration of 
the of the courts in. construing 
liquor laws. The law passed by the Legisla- 
ture of Ind requires that saloohs be 
closed between 11 p. m. and5a.m. This 


regulation was resisted by the saloonkeepers 


in a test case on the ground that it encroaches 
upon the natural rights of the citizens.” 
Tne court refused utterly to take this view 
of the case, and held that the statute is a 
valid exercise of the police powers vested in 
the Legislature. This is undoubtedly a cor- 
rect view, for if the Legislature has the 
power to prohibit the sale of liquor alto- 
gether, or to authorize communities to do so, 
which is not questioned, then it certainly has 
authority to decree that saloons must close 
between the hours of 11 o’clock in the night 
and 5 o’clock in the morning, and there are 
some excellent reasons for this regulation. 
It may be the natural right of a citizen” 
to take a drink between the hours named, if 
he can get one, but this does not imply a 
„natural right” to sell liquor or keep saloons 
open during those hours, 

A third question of interest, which has not 
been finally adjudicated, is, whether the law 
of a State forbidding the railroads to trans- 
port liquor, which is one feature of the lowa 
law, will justify railroads in other States in 
refusing consignments of the “ contraband ”’ 
billed to a point in a State where such a law 
exists. This case came before the United 
States District Court in this district a few 
days ago, and the railroad was sustained in 
its refusal to recelve a consignment of beer 
for Marshalltown, Ia.; but the case was ap- 
pealed, and will go to the United States Su- 
preme Court on the constitutional question of

4A RAILROAD RACE. 

The English Parliament has made an ap- 
propriation of $25,000,000 for pushing its 
railroad in the west of India up to Quettah, 
and probably beyond, towards Candahar. 
This shows that the Government. does not 
propose to be caught napping again. Had 
the English completed this road, which was 
commenced some time ago and then for some 
mysterious reason suspended,. they would 
have been in à position to have resisted the 
Russian advance with some show of success. 
Even now, however, if it is te be a railroad 
race to Herat the Russians will have the ad- 
vantage, as their trans-Casplan road is al- 
ready finished to Askabad, and they are ex- 
erting all their strength to push it forward as 
speedily as possible to Merve, which will bring 
them nearer to Herat than the English would 
be even were their road finished to Canda- 
har. When railroad communications are open 
on each side then it is possible that a strug- | 
gle may come for supremacy in Central Asia 
between the two Powers. 

Even then would it not be a grander real- 
ization of the tendencies of modern progress 
if England and Russia should join their roads 
ina great Indo-European commercial line, 
and thus revolutionize the trade, the people, 
Bee all the social and commercial conditions 
Of Asia? Such a line would reduce access | 
from Europe to India to a question of a few

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tory. With the new road which the English 
propose to build from India across Burmah to 
the Chinese frontier, with the completion of 
this great Indo-European line; and with an- 
other railroad traversing the deserts from the 
Red Sea into the Sondan, and gathering up the

HOW ENGLAND PAYS THE FIDDLER. 
The recent financial statement made by the 
English Chancellor of the Exchequer goes to 
show that the deficit reported of nearly $75,- 
000,000 is largely due to the costly and 
abortive campaign in the Soudan. ‘The dance 
has been an expensive one, and the statement 
of the Chancellor contains many interesting 
items showing how the expense has been in- 
curred and how the fiddler is to be paid. 

The revenue of the last year from taxes 
amounted to $368,980,000, divided as follows: 
Customs, $101,605,000; excise, $133,000,000 ; 
stamps, $59,625,000; land tax, $5,325,000; 
inhabited-house duty, $9,425,000; income 
tax, $60,000,000—making a total, with the 
non-taxable revenue added, of $440,215,000. 
The expenditures of the year were $445,- 
465,000, of which the interest on the debt 
($144,420,000), the army ($94,775,000); the 
navy ($57,135,000), and the civil service 
($87,810,000) are the four largest charges, 
showing a deficit for the last year of $5,250,- 
000. For the current year the expenditures 
are estimated at $444,360,000 and the reve- 
nue $425,900,000, showing a deficit of $18,- 
460,000. To this must be added $200,000 for 
telegraphs, $1,000,000 for supplementary es- 
timates, and $55,000,000 for the vote of credit 
which passed the Cominons yesterday, niak- 
ing the total deficit $74,960,000, or, in round 
numbers, $75,000,000, three-fourths of which 
is represented by the campaign in the Soudan, 
which has come to naught, and by the prep- 
arations for a possible war over a worthiess 
strip of territory in Central Asia. 

The additional taxation necessary to pay 
the fiddler is not to be levied on property— 
that is, on land and raw materials—but on 
consumption, and the items of the increase 
show how small an addition to the existing 
taxes will be necessary for the English peo- 
ple to pay up their arrears—a situation of 
finances which ought to make the Russians 
green with envy. ‘The first increase is to be 
applied to the income tax, which is to be 
raised from five pence to eight pence, and 
will yield $22,000,000 over the old rate. 
The second is an equalization of what are 
known as the death duties—that is, a tax on 
all successions by death—so that real and 
personal property will pay the same rate, 
and this will yield $1,000,000. The third fs 
an increase in the income tax on corporations, 
from which religious bodies and charities 
are exempt, and this will amount to $780,000. 
The fourth is a slight change in the stamps 
on bonds and securities, which will 
yield $500,000. The fifth is an increase in 
the duties on spirits from 10 shillings to 
12_shillings, which will yield $4,500,000, 
and on beer from 6 shillings to 7~shillings, 
amounting to $5,750,000. By some small 
changes in the charges .on wines, brewers, 
and patent medicines the revenue will gain 
$500,000 more. These changes foot up 883. 
030,000; or nearly one-half the deficit, and 
will be increased to $60,500,000 by inter- 
cepting the action of the sinking fund, 
or, in other words, by postponing the 
paying off of 823,000, 000 of the 
debt, which still leaves about 513,000, 
000 that is to be met out of the sinking 
fund of 1886.87. There has been no grum- 
bling among the English people over the defi- 
dit, though the larger part does not repre- 
sent any consideration received, for the 
reason that it is met in such a manner that 
the increase of taxation is not a burden. No 
new tax is imposed, nor has there been any 
increase of taxation on raw materials or the 
necessaries of life, Nevertheless it is a 
costly bill which has to be paid the fiddler 
for thé dance of death in the Soudan and for 
the preliminary steps of a pas de deux with 
the Russian Bear. 


THE SENATORIAL CONTEST. 

It was expected that yesterday’s session of 
the joint assembly would develop some 
signs of a determined effort to elect a United 
States Senator in this State, but neither party 
was prepared to undertake the fight, and the 
session was disposed of without a single 
vote. Nevertheless, there were indica- 
tions of greater perturbation than at any time 
since the contest began, and there is still a 
hope that this week will witness at least the 
beginning of the end. The most notable con- 
ditions were the following: 

There was a prevailing conviction, shared 
by most of the Democrats, that Morrison has 
no longer the ghost of achance. There was 
some talk of his voluntary retirement and 
some Other talk about forcing him off the 
track, but neither of these events may oceur. 
Col. Morrison has made the fight so long and 
so desperately that he is not likely to aban- 
don it of his own motion. He has come to 
regard the struggle as essentially his own, 
and is apparently impressed with the belief 
that if any Democrat is to be elected he must 
be the man. On the other hand, it may not 
be feasible to crowd Morrison off the track 
by any formal caucus decree, and in that 
event it is only by desultory desertion that 
the Democrats will be able to take up other 
candidates,

Russia's position is practically unassailable. It 
would be madness for an Angio-Indian army 
of less than 260,000. men to operate in Ceutral 
Asia against Russia. The following pian of 
operations in Central Asia has been drawn up 
by Gen. Gourko and would have been put 
into execution in the event of war: 

First—The principles of the campaign would be 
those of the — campaign of 1812 against Na- 


poleon. 
Second—The Russian commander would strictly 


avoid any general engagement until the Anglo- 
Indian army was drawn into the interior at least 
600 miles beyond Candahar. 

Third—Three Russian curps d’armées, each 90. 
000 strong, would await the Anglo-Indian advance 
in strongly defensive positions, echeloned along 
the Kooshk and the Murghab Rivers. . 

Fourth—Twenty-five thousand Cossacks, at the 
first signs of a British advance, would swarm 
through Afghanistan, aromse the whole country, 
proclaim Ayoub Khun as Ameer and harass British 
communications, burning supplies, raiding around 
the British army, stampeding camp-followers, etc., 
but avoiding any serious engagement. 

Fifth—A corps of observation of 25,000 men and 
15,000 Cossacks to be stationed at Chickishlas, on 
the Caspian, ready to mareh straight to Teheran 
the instant the Shah of Persia should show the 
slightest sign of aiding the English. 

Sixta—-When the Anglo-Indian_army has. been 
drawn fair into the interior, worn out by the 
dificult march, and worried night and day by the 
Cossacks, it would be attacked simultaneously by 
the 90,000 men forming the three Russian corps 
d’armées. 

Seventh—In case of a British defeat the Russian 
advance would be followed by the immediate con- 
struction of railways, and made very siowly but 
surely.

Club of Providence, R. I. He is a native of 
Southport, Conn., and was married there.

Mrs. Danne lives at No. 63 Irving place. She 
said tonight that she lived very happily with 
her husband until eight or nine years ago, and 
no serious rupture occurred until five 
years ago, when Dr. Danne’s grandfather 
died.

THE NATIONAL TEMPERANCE SOCIETY. 

The twentieth annual meeting of the Nation- 
al Temperance Society and Publication House 
occurred in the Broadway Tabernacie this 
evening. A long review of the work of the 
society during the last year was presented by 
the Correeponding Secretary. The report says 
that in the sphere of temperance legislation 
and of political organization there has been a 
marked advance during the year. More fully 
than ever before,“ it says, “the suppression 
of the liquor traffic has come to be recogn 
as one of the toremost issues of the day 
in local, State. and National politics.” The 
receipts of the society during the twenty years 
| of ite existence have been more than 81.000. 
000, every doliar of which, it is stated, bas 
been expended in preparing and circulating 
temperance literature and in carrying on mis- 
sionary work. The report reviews at length 
the efforts of the society to secure temperance 
legislation in Congress and in the Legislatures 
of different States. The Treasurer reported 
the entire receipts of the year to be $60,218, 
and the total expenses $60,289. The Rev. T. L.

100 Vice-Presidentsa were chosen, including 
John B. Gough, Neal Dow, ex-Gov. John D. 
Long of Massachusetts, John PF. St. John, the 
Rev. Dr. Joho Hall of this city, and the Rev.

Eacue Pass, Tex., May 12.—|Special.|—As 


big train toa halt it passed over the sleeping 
Mexican, severmg both legs from his body. 


The Mexican was picked up and conveyed to 
La Aura for medical ‘treatment, and the train 
passed on to Mondlova, the Former Capital of 
Coahuila and present terminus of the railway. 
On the arrival of the train at La’Aura from 
Monciova this morning the Mexican authorities 
arrested Conductor Bethel, Thomas Eddings, 
engineer, bis fireman, zwo brakemen, and the 
local agent, Frank James, and threw them 
into prison, where they now lie awaiting de 
velopments. . The mutilated Mexican will un- 
doubtedly die. A new crew bas been sent out 
to bring the train into Eagie Pass. This is the 
third accident of a similar character that has 
occurred on the Mexicar International Rail- 
way, which is comparatively -a new line and 
an extension of the Southern Pacific Rall 
way from Eagle Pass to Saltillo, where 
it will connect with the Mexican Na- 
tional Line when completed. In each of the 
other accidents the engineers, aware of the 
character of Mexican justice, uncoupled their 
locomotives from the trains, put on a full 
head of steam, and never closed their throtties 
until safe on American soil. The engineers 
never returned to Mexico. How long Con- 
ductor Bethel. Engineer Eddings, Agent James, 
and their companions will lie in the loathsome 

risons at La’Aura is a matter of conjecture,

According 
to the plaintiff's story, Thomas went to 
her and offered to purchase her grocery 
stock, which was worth $1,000, for a couple of 
lots in Engiewood, and she was tc give him $25 
into the bargain. To fortify his credit he re- 
ferred to one William G. Murphy, whom she 

did not know, but who talked to her so fluently 

and smoothiy that she could not ehoose but 

repose entire confidence in all he said. Mrs. 

Carbery was prevailed upon to make over her 

little stock of goods, but she never got the 

lots, and accordingly she set to work and had 
the betrayer of her hopes prosecuted 
for obtaining goods under false pretenses, 
with the results aforesaid.

She used to wander away from home and was 
persuaded that detectives were constantly dog- 
ging her tracks. While at the hospital recently 
she became convinced that the physician had 
been sent there out of special malice toward 
herself and that the milk which was given her 
to drink was drugged for the purpose of over 
powering ber senses and leaving her at the 
merey of ber tormentors. The unfortunate 
woman is 34 years of age and lives at No. 44 
Kinzie street. 

James J. Coffey of No. 111 Fremont street 
was also found insane and sent to Elgin. He 
is a weil-bred man, 31 years of age, and has all 
the appearance of an educated gentleman. 
The immediate cause of his malady is his ad- 
digtion to liquor, but, according to his sis- 
ters testimony, he was driven to the 
course he has pursued by disappoint- 
ment in love.

Although a New York Corporation It 
Must Pay Toll on Its Business to 
Pennsylvania. 

Harreissura, Pa., May 12.—(Special. }—An 
important opinion was filed here today by the 
court before which all State civil cases are 
tried.
